GLADSTONE'S DECLINATION. 

Keasona For HU UnwlllingoeiB to Visit the 
United States. 

London, Aug. 2. — The original copy of 

Mr. (iladatono'R letter in reply to the recent 
invitutiou of lOD re|)rcaentative Amerioiins 
to visit the Uuitod States is us follows : 

Doj.i.iH Hii.r,, July 30, 1894.— Goiitlemcu : 
I am alike impressed with the gratifying 
nature of the invitation you have been good 
enough to address to me, and with the form, 
alike flatterinfi' and conaiderato, in which it 
lias been convoyed. While I am Bensihlo of 
tho strong reuaona which would inuko aviait 
to your great c'luntry uu objie', of intereat 
ond warm desire, I have for aomo time felt 
that my advanciog years have placed an "b- 
ataclo in its way, such as I could hunlly 
hope to surmount, l/ndnuhtcdly your loi- 
ter has supplied tho alrongeat iiiotivi's for an 
attempt lo brave tho inipoHaible, but I re- 
gret 10 any that it roachoa me at a limo 
when, even if I were much youtitjnr, it eould 
not induce nio lo conaider thia ijueation 

" Tho 8urj;ical treatment of my eye for 
cataract which lii-gan recently wiih tho 
usual operation will not ho concluded for 
nearly two nionlhs, and until thut treat- 
ment ahall imve foched iia eoncluainn -in 
al)out lhattime— I hojc I will ho ah'o lo 
look with confidence to a date of restoration 
of practickl and useful viaion. I'luler Iheae 
circuniHtanooa, however aaoguhie as to tlio 
eventual isauo 1 nviy feel, I um incapaci- 
tated from contraclinn of prospeotive on- 
gngementH, and I am sure that you and tho 
many diatiDguiBhcd gentlemen wlio join you 
will feel with me that^ this is tlie only reply 
that I can make to your proposal. I ijcg 
you to aooept and convoy ihe assurance of 
my grateful thanks and unalterable interest 
in your country.

His Coolness and Self-Possessloa— He 
Denies Connection With 
. Anarehists. 



Lyons, Aug, 2,— The trial of Santo 
Caesarlo for the murder of Presidenl Car- 
not began hero thia morning. Caosario was 
transferred from the prison to tho Palace 
of Jostioe at 5 o'clock this morning under 
a strong eioort oi gens d'armes. As the 
judges took their seat npon the bench, 
Caosario was ordered to bo placed in the 
prisoQora' dock. He is a mild-faced, com- 
monplaco youth. His complexion is fair. 
Thoro is u faint suspicion of down upon his 
upper lip, and it seemed diflSouIt to realize 
that such a mild mannered boy was the 
assaeain of the chief magistrate of the 
French republic. 

The jury was then empanelled, Boveral 
persons being objeotod to by Attorney 
(ioneral Folchior. Under the questioning of 
the judge, Caosario recapitulated his ante- 
oodents. His Christian name was, ho said, 
Santo Gnronimo,. He was born in Novom- 
bor, 187.3, and his father was a Frenchman. 
VVbon questions were repeated he easily lost 
his temper like a petulant child, and it was 
necessary to traualato the queries into 
Italian. Coming to the question of tho 
prisoner's roBponsibility, the jadge Slid : 

'* Its an important point whether yon are 
responslblo or not." 

Caeaario replied in a farm voico ; " Yes, I 
um absolutely roaponaiblo." 

Later tho judge said : " Your mother 
worshipped you and gave you all tho 
advantages Bho possibly could. Shu sent 
you to school where you never won a prize," 

" Never once," answered Caeaario laugh- 
ing witli genuine gaiety. 

Tho "aplomb" of tho prisoner excited 
expreasiona of aurpriao on all aidea, nothing 
to equal it having ever been witnoBsed here. 
In reference to bis having beon sent to 
achool, ho added : 

" If I had boon a hotter scholar, I should 
have beon a bolter man." 

A few minutea later, being asked about 
his choir boy days, when he represented 
John the Baptist in church prooesaiona, he 
said: 

"I was a child then, and children you 
know unwittingly act stupidly." 

Tho judgo then discuafed Caoaario'a proa- 
once at the revolutionary lectures of Signer 
Gori, a lawyer in Milan, in spito of tho ex- 
postulations of his family, whereupon Cae- 
aario exclaimed : 

" Humanity is greater than family 1 ". 

When asked whether he did not aot as a 
courier Iietween the anarchists of Franco 
and Italy, after the Italian anarohiit 
journal Amioi Da Popolo liad bean suppres- 
sed, Caosario answered : 
■ "Tho police do-^tbeip'workT'I do mtne. 
I havu nothing to say more than that they 
(the polioe) taxed oemmunicationa between 
various anarchists systematioally," 

The prisoner denied knowing a single an- 
archist. 

Judge Breuiliao — " Coming to Lyons, you 
stopped at Vienoa, and went to an anaroh- 

iatio barber's ?" 

Caeaario— "I naturally went to a bar- 
ber's, J could not get my hair onb at a 

bakers." (Ijiughtnr.) 

Tho Judgo — " A deputation of Lyonnaiao 
anarchists visited you aa a peraonugo of im- 
portance when you wore ill in tho hospital 
at Cotto." 

Caeaario— " A friend from Lyons visited 
me and ho had some of hia frienda with him, 
but they brought mo nothing." 

Judge — "What, brought you nothing 'i 
didn't they bring theee ': (producing photo- 
grapha of Kavachol Pallas, and the Chicago 
anarchiats ) '' 

Caosario — " No," 

" At any rate thoy were similar to these," 
returned tho judgo, 

" Now you are right," admitted the pris- 
oner. 

Throughout the examination the prisoner 
defended himaelf againnt accusations of con- 
nection with anarchists with rare skill, 
Qghting tbo ground inoh by inch. There 
was a profound sensation in the courtroom 
when Assistant Registrar Mathiou re- 
moved the covering from a dagger and 
handed it to the judge. The weapon waa 
still stained with the blood of the murdered 
President, and aa tho magistrato held it up 
a thrill of horror ran through the a.saenild- 
age. 

" la thia the one you brought from 
( 'jtte ? " asked the judge. 

" Yea," replied Caeaario unliinchingly as 
he nodded toward the aiill bloody dayger. 

Aa the judL'i) handled the weapon before 
passing il to I ho jury I he pris )nor waa not 
in the least disconcerted, and as the dagger 
waa handed to tho jury the criminal calmly 
bruahed a fly from hia cheek. Through the 
interpreter Caeaaiio minutely detailed his 
journey from Gette to Lyons. With brutal 
coolness he described his later movements, 
as follows : 

" When I Baw M. Carnot's carriage ar- 
riving I uoaheathed my dagger. I ran for- 
v/ard and planted the dai^ger, turned and 
withdrew, when I was straok down. M. 
Carnot looked me straight in the eyes." 

Tho Judge—" Did you not have some 
Honsation of the enormity of your orime 
when you saw the eyes of your viotim fixed 
upon you ! Hasn't remorseful memory 
troubled you since ? " 

Caosario— " No, I have felt nothing what- 
ever." 

Coming to tho question of premeditation, 
Caeaario readily admitted that tho anarchist 
waa tho enemy of all tho chiofa of state, and 
also that the purchase of the dagger waa a 
further indication of premeditation. 

The Judgo — " How long had you medi- 
tated tho crime '!" 

(Jaeaorio (impudently) — " You'll find that 
in tho prosecution papora." 

The Judge then read a number of infiim- 
matory Btatomenta attributed to Caosario, 
and aaid : " You duolared that if you re- 
turned to Italy ynu would kill both the 
King and tho I'opo. " 

Uicaarin— " That's iinpoBsible. The Pope 
and the I'i-ing ai o never together, Tbere- 
foro 1 couldn't kill both." 

Ho also denied that the crime was the 
result of a plot in which the assassin was 
doaignatod by lot. 

Judgo Hreuillac recalled tho threatening 
letters which wore sent to Proaidont Carnot, 
and also the fact that on the night of the 



murder an cnvelopo waa addroasod to 
Madame Carnot enclosing a portrait of 
Ravttchol, which bore tho inscription " Well 
revenged I " 

Tho Judgo aaid : " You claim to bo the 
executor of popular justice, yet you are 
both tho aoouaer and the oxocutionor." 

Caosario — " Hero we are dealing with the 
faots of tho oaeo. I am not inclined to dis- 
cuss theories." 

The Judgo — " Y'ou are very young to pre- 
tend' to judge tho father of a family." 

Caesarlo — " Y''outh is immaterial ; sol- 
diers' equally young wore guilty of worse 
crimoa In shooting down the Sioilians.'" 

The Judgo — "But they were obeying 
ordeis," 

Caosario — " Thoy wore imbecilo criminals 
to obey a murderous chief, instead of obey- 
ing their idea of justice, as I did." 

M. Vaux, cutler at Cette, testified be 
sold tho knife to the prisoner on the Friday 
evening before the assassination. 

Gaesnrto maintains that he bought the 
knife on Saturday. 

M. Foohier read an ofiSdavit from Mme. 
Viola, wife of Caesatlo's former employer, 
whioh stated that he was the centre of a 
group of anarohitts in Cette. She related 
how he had said that' if he should ever 
mount the scaffold he would be more 
courageous than Henri. 

Caesarlo interrupted at this point and 
said that was incorrect. " Henri," he said, 
" was oourageous to the last. He couldn't 
have done bettor." 



A KECOblNIZED FAILURE. 

UobB Hays .Soidety Is Opposed to Strikes and 
It Is Uselcsa to IniiuK'irate Them, 

CiiiOAoo, Aug, "2 — Eugene Y, Debs ar- 
rived from Torro Haute at 10:-15 yoaterday. 
Ho returned to Chicago to prosido at a con- 
vention of tho |A.R. U. at Uhlich's hall to 
decide whether the railway strike will be 
deolared off or If it will be continued to for- 
mulate a now plan of operations. 

" I will nover sgain have any oflioial con- 
nection with a strike," said Mr. Dobs, and 
in what followed he odmittod, for the first 
time, that the A. B. U. strike resulted in 
failure. " The organised elements of society 
arc opposed to strikes," ho continued, " and 
BO long as strikes are repugnant to society, 
it is uBolesa to inaugurate them. Wo 
might start it now and organise a 
strike on a most extensive plan, but it 
would ond inevitably aa thia one has. 
Under these circumotancea it is voin to 
hope that; anything can bo gained by 
striking. We must vote out of oliioe those men 
who aeem to think that labor is entirely 
wrong and capital always in the right when 
thoro ia a dispute botwcon tho two intoreala. 
Tho strike has served a good purpose in that 
it has been another object lesaon to the 
maaace, who know how they must expect to 
achieve their rights. I don't aay that tho 
A.R. U. will become a political organization, 
but I think thoro will bo a apuntanoouB 
awakening of all organized labor to the 
nooessity lor united action at the polls." 

In tho afternoon ho addroaaod an audience 
of 2,500 persona in Uhlich's hall. Men 
struggled with each other to get places on 
the stairway outside, the hall being densely 
packed before the strike leader arrived. 
When ho entered a scene of wild enthusiasm 
prevailed, the crowd yelled itself hoarse, 
and for five minutes the air was fnll of hats 
and handkerchiefs. Tho soene was repeated 
when Mr. Dobs, at tho conclusion of his 
speech, left tho hall. In his apeech be 
denounoed the railroads, the judiciary and 
the two old parties. He deolared the 
Santa Fe had robbed the people of 
$6,000,(X)0, and that the judiciary was un- 
der the influence of money. He said instead of 
this being a government of the people,-for 
the people, and by the people, it was a gov- 
ernment of the corporations, for the oorpor- 
ations, and by the corporations. 'He ad- 
vised every man to vote the Popoltst ticket 
this fall, and declared If the Populists 
proved corrupt, the workingmen could 
abandon that party also and form another. 
" SVhatover," said Mr. Dobs, "the dele- 
gates of the American Railway Union do at 
the meeting, I cm promise you this, they 
will do tho best thoy can for tho interests of 
tho American Railway Union and tho men 
out on this strike in tliia unequal atrugglo," 



DOINGS IN CONGKESS. 

Bill Introduced to Provide Kmployment for 
Every Idle Citizen— To Exclude 
.'\niirchlsts. 

W'Asin N(iT()N, Aug. 2. —Tho Populist 
sooator from Kansas waa tho sponsor for a 
bill prepared by tho representatives of " The 
United States Industrial Army," now en- 
camped near Waahington or on its march to 
tho capital. Under its terms tho Secretary 
of War is to inaugurate a aystem of public 
improvement that will furnish einployrnont 
to all U. S. citi/.ma who may apply for it 
at the minimum wages of f2 a day, and tho 
Secretary of tho Troaaury ia to provide a 
fund for their payment by llio isauo of 
§250,000,000 in treuaury notes. 

A bill for the exclusion of anarchists was 
reported from the committee on immigra- 
tion and was placed on the calendar.

With the Proclamation of the Bepubllc 
BoyallBt Protests Have Ceased. 

San Franoisco, Aug. 2, — Following aro 
the Honolulu advices per the steamer 
Alameda, which arrived this forenoon : 

Since tho proclamation of tho republic 
quietneas haa reigned. Royalists' protest 
have ceased, and tho general aitualiou ia 
that of perfect acquioscenco in the present 
government. Registration for tho coming 
election has actively commonced. Tho oloo- 
tion will probobly be held in October. It 
ia rumored, however, that two secret con- 
ferences have been held between white and 
native royalists aiming at the restoration of 
tho queen.

MINING AND AGKICULTDRE. 

To THK Editor: — In tho issue of 17th 
July of the Colonist, there appeared a let- 
ter from me under tho heading of " Mining 
and Agriculture," wherein I pointed out the 
advantages of having a bureau of mines and 
mining, and I would now reepeotfully ask 
your attention to some further remarks on 
the beneficial effects, which would, I think, 
result from this bureau being established. 

From the North to the South of British 
Columbia it has been proved that thero are 
mineralSi both preoions and bMe. Lot it bo 
recognised that the Province has the out put 
of the mines to pay for the product of the 
soil. 

Is should never be forgotten the minerals 
of the province are its strongest and most 
extensive resources; giving encouragement 
to agriculture and railways: and to assist in 
tho development of these mineral resaurcea, 
a bureau of mining wonid do much good, 
for, 

It would bo to tho interest of the miner 
to give all inforniuliou to tho bureau. 

It would be to the intoroat of tho Gov- 
ernment to have all information at tho 
bureau. 

It wcnld bo to tho inti rest of the investor 
to t^et all information from llio bureau. 

It would be an antidote to pure speoulu- 
tion in mines, and give coutidcnce to people 
inAesting in mining. 

Especially would it be most valuable, for 
while mining has been Ci^rried on in ttio 
province since 1858, it ia now — to quote Mr. 
Rithct — " entering on ita manhood," and 
beginning with a reliable Bourco of informa- 
tion would moan a great deal for its future. 

It is not, however, to the precious miner- 
als alone that attention should be called — 
iron, ooppei^, coal, etc. , are of ioostimablo 
valaei and will be the main factors to 
further progresaire and lucrative Industries. 
Nature seems to have plaoed the 
minerals of the province 'In the best 
position for their future use ; for while the 
precious motala are distributed all over the 
country, iron and copper on the coast are 
oiiay of shipment, after smelting, with tho 
lluxea available and fuel to hand, or for roll- 
ing mills. Added to this, the favorable 
position the coast .shows far shipbuilding. 
Tho iron, copper and coal in the interior, 
point to a development of that portion of 
the province, where nooossarily a great 
amount of mechanical work will bo essential 
for the manufacturing industries that will 
be needful. 

A country like British Columbia,with great 
mineral reanurcus, should rocogniao that 
these resources uro the most tangible whioh 
she has, for while her forests may bo de- 
strcyed by fire and her fisheries may fluotu- 
ate, the primary fundamental wealth of the 
provirce, the mines, are tn tssei and the 
others in posie 

British Columbia should recognise that 
after a deprestion it is time to show that 
here in this province, with a government 



giving every enoouragemont and informa- 
tion to people, these people will find they 
can invest their money with confidence. 

By having good laws you are able to in- 
fluenoB the best people to come and interest 
themselves in the country, and capital is 
what ia required. 

So far, Xhave alluded, prlnoipally to the 
benefieial effects tfaat),a^bure»u of, mining 
would hSTO Oii miiilogi but it would have an 
effect also in other fields. 

It'is net denied that the discovery of the 
precious minerals and the opening up of the 
mines were paramount in leading to tho 
agricultural and ' manufacturing industries 
of Australia,' California, Montana, and tho 
same opening up of mines will have the 
same etfeet in Sooth Africa. . . . 

In ocuneotion with the reoent surveys 
the bureau would be of great assistance to 
the government in laying out holdings in 
the vioinity of the mines whioh are suitable 
for agricultural purpoacs ; and there are 
many valleys in proximity to the mining 
regions which would bo well worth cultiva- 
tion were tho market close a*; hand. This 
would load to larger aphorea of agriculture, 
and tho railways noting this, would extend 
thoir communications, and so eventually 
cause it to be uunecessary to import such a 
largo amount of our food supply. 

In connection with this it may bo noted 
that yir William Van Horne is quoted as 
exprossiug his opinion to the ell'ect that 
there is more than u probability of an early 
railway construction era in this province, 
and a complete and accurate knowledge of 
the mining resources, such as would be 
available at the Bureau of Mining, would 
be a most useful adjunct in assisting such 
enterprise.

A Very Satisfactory Report Presented 
—High Comi)IimL'ut8 for 
the Directors. 



(From tliu Finanolor, Loodon, July 12.) 
An ordinw^ general meeting.of tbie back 
WIS held yesterday at the City Terminua 

hotel, Cannon stroel, under the presidency 
lif Sir Rcbart Gillcapie (the ohairman). 

The Secretary and Manager (Mr. S. Cam- 
eron Alexander) having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting, 

The Chairman said : GoDtlemon, you are 
dottbtleiB aware that ut this meeting — 
our meeting in July — we tto not 
present to you oiihbr a report or 
statement of accounts, for this very good 
reason that wo have nut received the ac 
counts from the brHnohes. So soon as they 
are to hand and are put into shape and 
audited, thiy will, as iiauil, bo sent round 
to every shaieholder. Id the meantime our 
object in meeting you to day is to declare a 
dividend for the half. year ending June 30, 
and we are enabled to. arrive at that dcoi- 
(ion beoaiase we have reoeiVed telegrapbio 
information as to the result of thehali-year ; 
and while, gentlemen, you will doubtless be 
prepared lor me to state that the profits 
wbioh havo been made are not as large as 
they have been for the Idst few years; yet I 
believe you will oonour with me in stating 
and feeling that, under the peculiar and 
harassing oircuffiBtanoes of the past half- 
year, it is satisfactory that we are able 
I o maintain the usual dividend at 
this time of year, and the bonus, and 
to carry forward a considerable sum of 
moDoy for next half-year. (Applause.) We 
do not propose to devote to the reserve fund 
any portion ot the balance that we carry for- 
ward, but we hold it in abeyunoo to see 
what we cun do it the end of the present 
year. 1 thiuk, geutlemon, the tigurea, as I 
said before, will bo aatiafactory to you, when 
you consider the peculiarly depreesing cir- 
cumatauces of trade, ond more particularly 
of banking iiitercsta, in the great oontinenc 
of America. I, gentlemen — and I hope you 
will not think mo very ogotiatlcal when I 
say this — have been connected with Canada 
and the American trade for a number of 
years — 1 can look buck to nearly sixty yeara 
gentlemen — and I uuver remember any such 
depression aa that which we have goco 
through, or even anything approuchiug it; 
and I think Ihut that being Ijorno in mind 
wo may well be saiialiiul with tho result uf 
this K'alf year, whijli I will uow lay btfore 
you. The piolit which wo havo in hund ap- 
plicable to a dividend is £.'il,(l2(J, ISa. 'id , 
and the dividend, which ia equivalent to 4 
percent, for tno half-year, abaorbs £24,000, 
leaving a balance of £7,020 18i. 2d. to bd 
carriea forward. Well, gentlemen, the con- 
dition which I have referred to has neces- 
sarily involved very great anxiety to us, 
nouiually positive instructions to oarry out 
a certain system, and also the working of 
our business upon a very conservative line, 
and 1 think it is only due to our oiiioers, 
with one or two exceptions— I will put that 
in a parenthesis- to say that they have 
loyally and vory properly carried out the 
wishes and inatruotions of the court, and 
had it not been for that, and had we net 
contraoted our business and increased our 
reserves very largely, our position might 
have been very different to what it is to- 
day. I hope, gentlemen, you will feel 
and syppathise with us for the very anxious 
' times we have passed throneb, and that you 
wiU regard it as a successful issue that we 
have arrived at. I am sori^ to read day by 
day in the newspapers that there ia snob » 
disturbance and such a disturbing element 
ezistintt in the United States of America. 
What will be the result of the present con- 
dition of things it ia difficult for me to say, 
but although we muat not speak politics 
here, I muat say, thank God that we are 
not a democracy. (Hear, hear.) But let 
us hope. that ^itb a firm hand these troubles 
will be overcome, that the people will settle 
down again, and ihat there will be no con- 
flict between labor and capital, which is 
the destruction of commerco. Then I 
think we shall aoo a revival in 
trade and a hotter feeling, and leas 
want of confuloDCo exislin.g throughout 
the great continout of America. This dia- 
turbed state of thinga has most seriously af- 
fected Canada. While I say that, gontle- 
men, let me uleo express my pride and my 
pleasure that Canada has gone through thia 
trial so triumphantly that her bunka have 
all stood firm and that her aecuritios at the 
preaont timo, I believe, stand the higheat in 
the market. (Hear, hear.) With Iheao ob- 
servations I will ask you to allow ma top c- 
poae tho following resolution, promiaing, 
first of all, that I aliall ho moat happy, lo 
tho best of my abiiily, to reply to any (juea- 
tions shBrehoIdera may like to put to me. 
Tne r.M. ii'-on ia : "That a dividend bo 
yMii i.u >nc5 pikid U|i capital of tho bank at 
thti rate of six per c int. per annum, and boons 
of 1 per -cent., fren of income tax, for the 
half-year ended June 30 last, payable on or 
after the i4th ins«." I have forgotten one 
point which may interest you, and that is 
with regard to floods. Tbeae floods havo 
undoubtedly been very serious, but the 
effdct of them, and the damage done, have 
been greatly exaggerated. To give you 
some idea, however, of what tho floods have 
been, I may tell you that in our branch at 
Portland, on the ground floor, the men wero 
up to their waists in water ; the counters 
wore covered with three or four Inches nf 
water, and wo wore obliged to vacate tho 
premisca ; bub by r. letter received this 
morning 1 am glad to eay that tho Hood bus 
Butjsidt'd more quickly than was anticipated, 
and th-it in tho courao of a ahort timo they 
expect to bo in the premiaea again. 

Mr. James Andoraon aeoondod tho resolu- 
tion, which WttB at onco put and carried 
unanimoualy. 

Mr. H. J. Gardiner moved that a hearty 
vote of thanka be accorded to tho chairman 
and directors of tho bank for their euro in 
crjnduoting tho bueincaa during tho last half 
year. It was not often thot ho attended 
thoao meotinga, but ho was bound to aay ho 
vi'ry much appreciated tho ciutioua policy 
which had been adopted over u aoriea of 
yoara, and ho wiehed, as an individual pro- 
prietor, to cxpreaa a hope that tho directors 
would continue on tho same lines in tho 
future, namely, of etrongthcning tho re- 
serves and oarryinK out a cnutious policy, 
which had given such aecurily to tho bank. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Henry Wark, in seconding tho re- 
tolutlon, said he had lived in British Coi- 
umlila nearly all h-a life and know a great 
deal about tho bunk cfTioials in that part ot 
tlio world, and he wis able to say that this 
bank's business could not bo In bettor hands 
than those who had tho management of 
affairs there. It was true that there bad 
been great floods there, which ha'd resulted 
in oonsiderable damage, but he did not 
think those floods would aOTeot this bank 
very mnob. The shareholders had great 
reason to tender their united thanka^tn tho 
chairman for the statement he had made 



and to the directors for their able conduct 
of the business. (Hear, hear. ) 

The vote was accorded with acolamatior 
The Chairman, in reply, said ; I am au ( 
wo all appreciate very gieotly tho remurka 
of the honorable aharoholdeis who have juat 
ap3ken. I, on bahalf of the directors, ac 
cept tho thanks of the meeting with a great 
deal of pleasure, and I may say wo foel it a 
campllment to have your confidence. We 
do all wo can to advance the intorosta of the 
bank, and I hope that, with health and 
strength, I may bo oble to continue for some 
few more years to give my bast attention, 
nolioitude, and care to tho interests of the 
bmk. (Hear, hear.) I am only echoing 
the 8( ntimenta of tny colleagues, I am sure, 
when I thank you ail greatly. 
Tho proceedings then terminated,

STOCKS IN NEW YOBK. 

Coiislderiihlc Irrognlarlty— Market Closing a 
Trlllo Firmer. 

New York, Aug 2. — The stock market 
was firm in the early trading on account of 
more encouraging reports from the corn belt 
which were not borne out by late advicss 
from that section. In addition, London was 
more " bully " on American securities and 
bought moderately of its favoritiea. For- 
eigners, according to private udvicea, wero 
impreaaed with tho idea that an euriy aet- 
lltmout of the tarill question wua closo ut 
hand. Tho market suoae ((uoutly dropped 
back into duUneaa, which haa boon ita cliiof 
charaotoriatio of late. Tho tarilV (lueatiou, 
good exports and the alleged damage to the 
corn crop were the main topics of diviaion. 
So far as the tariff is concerned advices from 
Washington wero of a conllicting nature. 
This rifleoted in American sugar. 
This weakness at tho cloao waa duo to the' 
selling of a block of 5,O0U shares by a bro- 
ker, who held an order to sell rcgardleea of 
prices, at least it so appeared to other 
brokers in the sugar crowd. At the 
closo there waa a slight recovery and the 
market left off irregular. The net changes 
show losses of ■ to 2.|^ por cent. Tho total 
sales were 118,,'i2.'i shares.

fishing seaoon, and tho oflioial.on whom bo 
muBt neooBsarlly depend for information did 
not gain muoh knowlodgo of the fishery 
hy penonnl obaervation, and be certainly 
did not evinoe a disposition to receive in- 
formation from thoBo in tho province who 
aro boat qualified to impart it. It waa only 
too evident that ho came into the province 
with certain preeoucoiyod ideaa with rospoot 
to the habits of tho salmon and to the way 
in whiaii the fiskery shoold be oondaotod, 
and that he waa moat unwilling to hear or 
to attach weight to testimony that dif- 
forod in any way from those pre. 
conceived opiniona. It waa very evi- 
dent to all who witnoaaed tho proceedinga 
of tho Commiauion that whatever Mr. Wil- 
mot's talents may be he does not possess a 
mind that Is in any degree receptive and it 
did not require anyone to be posaeaaed of 
the gift of propheay to predict that hia report 
would 1)0 aimply a record of foregone oon- 
cluaiona. lie wjh not the kind of man in 
whoao hauda tho regulation of an industry 
in which upwards of two milUona of capital 
ia inveated, and on tho auocessfttl proaeoution 
of which the prosperity of this Province in 
n very great measure depends, should be 
placed. 

It ia clearly tho intereat of tho 
Dominion Govornmonb to do all in 
ita power to encourage and to 
foater this industry. It ia unhappily tho 
opinion of very many onguged in tho fishery 
and more or leaa directly intereated in it, 
that it has progreaaed not ao muoh because 
of the aid which haa been given it by the 
Dominion Qovernment aa in spite of the 
obataciea which that Government has placed 
in its way. It ia unfortunate that auch an 
opinion ahould oxiat, and it ia evident that 
some measure should bo taken to oonvince 
the canners that they liave a sincere and an 
enlightened friend in the Miniater of Marine 
and Fiaherlea. We feel quite satisfied that 
if the condition of the fiahery were inquired 
into by peraona acquainted with tho oiroum- 
BtanooB of the country and who entered the 
work with unprejudiced minds, regulations 
would not be framed for it to which in tho 
opinion ot ezparienoed men it would be im- 
possible honeatly to oonform.

THE OFFAL DISCUSSION. 

The question of the disposal of the oSa\ of 
the canneriea of the Fraaer river is being 
again diacueaod. Tho oannera believa that 
the regulation which compeU them to dump 
the ofifal in the gulf at the mouth of tho 
river is not only unreaeonablo but poaitivoly 
in jurions to the salmon fishery. The regu ■ 
lation, as Mr. D. J. Munn said a few days 
ago, " cannot bo complied with in any other 
WoV than by abutting down the industry 

It ia singular that the Government should 
insist upon a regulation which the great 
majority of thoae engaged in the fisheries 
consider altogether uoneceesary, When 
theimmense volume of the Frasoriscompared 
with the comparatively amall (|uantity of 
offil thrown into it during the aeaaon, it 
can readily be seen that it is impossible for 
it to contaminate the water to any con- 
■iderable extent. The current la swift, and 
the garbage which is not eaten by the shoals 
of scavenger fish that are lying in wait 
for it ia conveyed by the current gradually 
and continuously to deep water, without 
doing harm either to the fiah that are com 
Ing up the river or to the iahabitants of the 
valley between the oannerita and the sea. 
The current, in fact, does muoh the same 
work aa the scows that are need to carry the 
garbage out to deep water, but it doea it 
much more effectively. That the great ma- 
jority of those engaged in the buaincsa are 
convinced that allowing the ofifol to float 
away directly from the canneries haa not 
had a bid effect on the fisheries, ia a fact 
which ought to have weight with the autli 
oritiea of the Department of Marine and 
Fiaheries. 

It is flaiil tliat tho cunnora aro aolfiali i 
greedy, and that ratlior tliaa incur a arnall 
annual exponas thuy keep on doing what ia 
moat injurious to their own busineas. Those 
who are acquainted with the cannera will 
not aaaert that they are too stupid to have 
an enlightened regard for their own intcroata 
They are, aa a clana, intelligent us well aa 
enterprising men, and are alwaya ready to 
adopt any nieaauro that ia really catuulatod 
to preaerve the salmon, but they do rcaenb 
ateddleaome interference which efi«ota no 
good object but which hampers them la 
their operations and puts them to unnecea- 
aary expense. 

It will wo think bo admitted tliat tlio 
late Chief Juatioo of tho Province, Sir 
Matthew Baillle Begbie, waa a man of high 
intelligence. He was one of the old-timers 
and had ample opportunities of observing 
the progreaa of the Fraaer River aalmon 
fiahery ainco its commencement. It will 
alao bo admitted that he waa in this mattor 
porfectly disinterested. This venerable 
gentleman, in a conversation with tho 
writer, ridiculed the idea of theoffil thrown 
into the river being in any way injurious to 
the salmon. No oannor on tho Il'rasor could 
have oxproaaed himaelf moro strongly on tlio 
aubject tlian did Sir Matthew. Ho waa but 
one of many hundred whoao obaarvations led 
them to the same ooncluaiona, 

It is most unfortunate that the salmon 
fiahery of Britiah Columbia, which ia of the 
very greatest importanco to the province, 
should be regulated by otliuials whoao uq- 
quaintanco with tho tiahory ia noecaaaiily 
limited. The Head of the Department has 
never been la Britiib Columbia during the 



A DIFFIOOLT QUESTION. 

The eatabliahment of canneriea at Point 
Roberta promisee to bo most detrimental to 
the salmon fiahery of tho Fraaer river. The 
regulationa under which thoae oanuorioa are 
worked are very different indeed from thoao 
with which the Fraaer j-iver fishermen muat 
conform. The fishing ground of tho Point 
Roberta eatabliahmentsiadireotlyinthe route 
taken by the salmon on their way to the river. 
American fishermen aro allowed to use traps 
in which ealmon of all sizes are caught. Tho 
cannera of Point Rol^artaand Blaine already 
have in operation aeventeen of these trapa. 
They aro aet ao aa to intercept the aulnion 
in thoir journey to the river. The injury 
which they are certain to do, if continued, to 
the fishery of tho Fraaer river ia aimply in- 
calculable. Then tho liritiah fishermen aro 
obliged to keep the river free of neta for 
thirty-six houra in each week. Tho Amcri- 
canecan fiah oontinuouely.Sundays and week 
dayj, without a break daring the aeaeon. 
It is by auoh destructive apparatus aa traps 
and by Buch continuoua fiahing that 
tho aalmon rivera of tho American part 
of the Pacific ("oaat have been made unpro- 
ductive, and the aamo rcaulta will be auro to 
follow if a atop ia not put to the uee of im- 
provident practices at the mouth of the 
Fraaer. 

The queation la, no doubt, a diffioult one. 
American citizens, whoso eatablishmenta uro 
on their own soil and who fiah in their own 
territorial watera, cannot bo forced to adopt 
Britiah regulationa no matter how neoeasary 
they may be for tho prcaorvation of the 
fish. But it ia surely not impossible in view 
of the deplorable results which waste- 
ful fiahing haa produced in American 
watera to persuade the United Statea 
authoritica to adopt more oconomical 
niethoda at Poiut Roberta. It is aa much 
to the interest of tho American cannera aa 
it ia to thoae operating op Britiah aoil to pre- 
serve the aalmon from destruction. It 
would, we think, not be impossible to con- 
vince Americans of this, and to induce 
them, if not to adopt tho Britiah regula- 
tions, at least to uao mothoda less destruct- 
ive than thoBO which aro now employed at 
the mouth of the Fraaer. It ia aurely not 
impossible to make a neighborly arrange- 
ment which would be advantageoua to tho 
fishermen of both nations. 



oatlraato with a tolerable dogrco of accuracy 
what tho revenue of tho hospital ia for tho 
future likely to be. Tho sourooa of income 
are not ao many that it will be Impossible 
from the experience of the past to tell pretty 
nearly what they will yield. Having done 
thia tho prudent courao would bo to manage 
the hospital's affaira so that tho expcnaea of 
each year would not exceed -the income. 
Thia might make eoonomiea which it is ,un- 
pleasant to contemplate necessary but In the 
diffioult but indispensable process of making 
both ends meet this has to bo done by inati 
tutiona aa well aa individuala. And the 
enda must be made to meet if the hospital is 
to be kept ap. 

It is dear that the city will have to con 
tribute more to the Hospital every, year 
than it has hitherto done. The groat ma 
jority of ita free patienta have been from 
tho city. It ia right that the oitizena 
should bo able to avail themaolvoa of boa 
pital accommodation and hospital treat- 
ment, but it ia also right that tho city 
should bear its fair aharo towarda tho main- 
tenance of the Hoapital. If tho Jubilee 
Hospital waa not at hand, t<iuippod and in 
good working order, the city would have to 
build and maiutain u hoapital of ita own at 
at expenao many times greater than it will 
have to pay ovon if its annual contribution 
ia as largo ua tho matt sanguine frienda of 
tho Hospital expect or desire. Liberality 
in thia direction will bo of great advantiigu 
to tho citizans, wliilo it will nut incrcajo 
the burden of 'he taxpayers to any appre- 
ciable extent. The Hospital must be main- 
tained in an effective condition. It wonld 
be a deep diagraoe to the Province if it we^e 
allowed to languish and go down for want of 
roaaonablo support. 

Let tho City and the Pro\inoe do what 
tboy may, private benevolence will alwaya 
find that the Hospital will need its aid. 
There are, we are glad to know, always in 
every community kind-hearted soula who 
feel it a privilege to be able to help tho aiok 
who aro not able to supply thomaolvea with 
tho comforts and tho luxuries which thoir 
condition requires. Tho Directors of tho 
Hospital will find these charitable people 
ready to reipond to reasonable appeals, and 
they ahould not slacken in thoir efforts to 
get what help they oiu from them. They 
will need every dollar that they can get 
from every aourco in order to bo able, even 
with the moat judicioua economy, to live up 
to their determination to keep out of debt.

It ia very evident that if the Jubilee Hoa- 
pital ia to be kept up and to bo of the 
greatcHt poaaiblo use to tho I'rovinco and 
the City soma change muat 1)0 made in ita 
management. It will never do for the insti- 
tution to run in debt again. If it does so it 
will not find it ao easy to get out of itB difli 
oultieH aa it did a month or two ago. It 
cannot expect the city to cnmo to ita reecuo 
a second time. lieaidea, if wo road the 
amendment made to tho Provincial Royal 
Jubilee Hospital Aot last winter aright, ita 
directorate ia under a moral, if not a legal, 
obligation not to run deeply into 
debt. Wo find by that amending 
act tbat " it haa boon agreed that tho aaid 
Board of Directoro ahall not have the power 
of mortgaging tho property of the corpora- 
tion in the future," The differanoe between 
running an institution deeply in debt and 
mortgaging it la one of name rather than 
reality. At any rate it ia safe for the diroo- 
tora to act as if the obligation not to mort- 
gago included an obligation not to embarr&aa 
by debt. 

If tlio Dirootora make up thoir minda to 
act upon tho homely maxim " cut your coat 
according to your cloth " they will do well. 
It is all right to have large idean, but before 
a man or a dirootorato ontortaina largo 
ideas ho or it ahould make suru that the 
moans to carry them out are available.

THE MINISTER TO JAPAN. 

Hon. P. 1/6 Poer Trench Arrives in Victoria on 
His Way to Hl8 Headanarters in Tokio. 

Great Britain's newly appointed minister 
to Japan, Hon. P. Lb Poer Trenoh, arrived 
in Victoria last evening on his way to his 
post at lokio. The new minister is well 
fitted by previous experienoe In diplomatlo 
affairs in Japan to fill the diffionlb position 
to which be has been appointed at suoh a 
critical period. From 1883 to 1880 he was 
secretary of legation at Japan and for two 
years of that time was charge d' affaires 
when his chief was absent. He was subse- 
quently promoted to be Secretary of Em- 
baaay at Berlin, and thence went last year 
as minister to Mexico. In June last on tho 
deuih of Hon. Hugh Fraaor, miniater to tho 
Mikado's cour'. tho British Guvuranient ap- 
pointed Hon. Mr. Trench lo tho position. 
Then when the war cloud rolled up between 
Japan and China he received word to pro- 
ceed at once to his post. Ho started from 
tho City of Mexico on Monday week, but 
the dolaya caueed liy tho bif; railway strikes 
delayed him. Ho loavoa Victoria by tho 
ICmpiesa of India on Mouday. S|)eaking of 
tho trouble botwoon China ond Japan, Mr. 
Trench remarked laat night that ho really 
had nothing to aiy. " As far aa I can at 
preacnt aee," ho remarked, " tho whole 
thing seema to have arisen from China ob- 
jecting to rofornia Japan wished to 
have carried out in Korea." Speaking 
from experience, ho said that there alwaja 
existed a great deal of bad feeling between 
China and Japan. It mighl; bo that by 
weight of numbers the Chinese could wear 
the Japanese out, but the latter were 
splendid fighters, well equipped and well 
armed. They had a regular force of 100,000 
men that could be increased to double that 
number from the reserves and their fleet 
was wonderfully good. The troops were 
armed with a rids invented by a Jap, and it 
was quite as good an arm as that used by 
European armies. As for the navy, the 
ironclads were well manned and armed, 
and a number of the vessels had been built 
for Japan by the great Armstrong works in 
England. "Ishioerely trust," he said in 
concluding a short ohat upon the prospects 
of the war, " that the fighting will be con- 
fined to Korea."

Fine GrowInB W«ather Jfiikes the Outlook 
Remarkably Cheerlnij. 

Mr. W. B. Townsend, of New Westmin- 
ster, who was appointed by the Provincial 
government to look after the distribution of 
seed to the flooded ont settlers in the Fraaor 
valley, has been in town for the purpose of 
handing in his official report of the relief 
afforded. The report goes very folly into 
every detail of expenditure in regard to the 
relief extended by the government. Last 
week Mr. Townsend took a trip through 
W^atminater diatrict, and he says it is really 
surprising to see how well the crops aro 
looking. Potatoes, from seed planted after 
tho flood, aro already In fiower in Chilliwack 
riding, and grain there is already heading. 
This ahow.s a phenomenal growth. All 
through Weatmioater district the crops 
have been growing finely, even on Nioomen 
island, where tho water stayed longest. The 
people are hopeful and working away with 
energy getting their places in order again. 
A car load of |wiro ordered by the cittz?n8' 
relief committee had arrived before Mr. 
Townsend left and been distributed among 
tho farmers for fencing to protect their 
growing crops. Four or five weeka more of 
tine weather would give very aatiefactory 
crop returna.

After refreshments 
had been served the meeting was dismissed. 
Tho following aro tho superintendents ap- 
pointed for tho different departments of 
work during the coming year : Social 
purity, Mra. Spencer ; hoapital, Mrs. An- 
drews ; fair work, Mrs. Spencer ; heredity 
and hygiene. Dr. Mary MoNeil ; narootica 
Mrs. Jenkins; evangeliatic, Mrs. Burk- 
bolder and Mrs. Durham ; parlor aacials, 
Mrs. Shakespeare and Mrs. Grant ; young 
people's work, Mrs, Teague and Mrs. Spof- 
tord ; railway and sailors, Miaa Smith ; 
scientific temperance, Mrs. Hay ward and 
Mrs. Goodaore ; press work, Mrs. Gould ; 
jail work, Mrs. Hnmber : legislation, Mies 
Bowes. ' 

The secretary's eleventh annual report 
points out that the W.C.T.U. is divided 
into sixteen different departments over each 
of which a competent superintendent ia ap- 
pointed. First on the list is social purity, 
Mrs. Spencer" superintendent. The princi- 
pal part of this work is carried on In Con- 
nection with tho refuge home which has 
done much good, letters received and testi- 
mony given by former inmates proving that 
some reformations have taken place. Dur- 
ing tho year 17 have been cared for in tho 
home, 12 of this number belonging to Vic- 
toria. A sale of work in aid of the homo 
last outumn realized §3(3 and besides this 
f.'iuO had been subaoribed in Victoria 
towarda its maintenance. 

Petition and franchise — This has been 
under tho auperintendcnoe of Mra. Spofford. 
The secretary regrota that so little suoooas 
has been had in petition work this year al- 
though atrong efforta were made to prevent 
now licenses being granted. 

Hoapital work comes next— Miss Logan 
and Mies A. Smith auporintendenta. Litera- 
ture ia diatributed in the hospitals by these 
ladiea, kind worda are spoken and they re- 
port moro interest taken in the Sunday ser- 
vices whish are hold by the ministerial asso- 
ciation and others. 

Fair work, Supt. Mrs. Teague, proved very 
encouraging last year. " We wore kindly 
allowed to have a comfortable rest in the 
exhibition building from which wo trust 
that our infiaenoe was felt, by the distribu- 
tion of much good literature and the good 
oup of tea given by us we hope kept maoy 
from taking stronger drinks." 

UnfermentadwIneatLord'a table, Superin- 
tendent, Mrs. Morrow. " In this department 
we have to report eight of the city churches 
using this at sacramental oocasions." 

Flower work, Superintendent Miss Hum- 
ber and Mrs. Cox. " This is' a beautiful pare 
of our work, as nothing cheers the sick, sor- 
rowing or sinful more than those beautiful 
meseengers of God distributed by loviot; 
hands, and our superintendents are ready 
and willing to distribute them in every case 
that comes to their knowledge. They send 
boq nets CO jails, hospitals and sick people." 

Jail work. Superintendent Mrs. Andrews. 

"Ptrhopsjoo work in all of the different de- 
partments will boar moro fruit than this, 
especially aa it is so lovingly and earnestly 
carried uu by our superintendent, who has 
been in charge for several years. Mrs. An- 
drews viaita the priaon every Sunday, dis- 
tributing religious and temperance liter- 
ature, using every moans to make those 
confined there to see tho evil of their ways 
and seek refuge in Christ, and during tho 
past year she ia able to r?port some who 
being there convicted have turned to (iod. 
During the year ending June .'iO, 'J.'jO men 
and five women have been confined there, 
and of thia number 90 per cent, directly 
through tho infiuence of strong drink. He 
who runs may read these facts. Still the 
evil goes on." 

Evangelistic, Superintendent Mra. Burk- 
holdiir— She alaoreporta good work lovingly 
done. Hor work during the year has been 
principally among the reformatory boys. 
She »^i»nt!a an hour with them each week 
and through hor infiuence five have aigned 
the pledge, and Mra.

On tho various daya dilferent 
sports will bo held suitable to the occasion. 

A public meeting will be held at the city 
hall on Wednesday evening next, called by 
the Mayor, who will preside, and a citiz^na' 
committee will be appoint«d for decorating 
the city during the week of the exhibition, 
and for arranging a trades procession on 
citizens' day. It is hoped that everybody 
will assist the committee to make tbi* 
year's fair ahead of anything of the kind 
hitherto held in Victoria. 

The sports committee consists of J. H. 
Falconer (chairman), John Lamberton, W. 
Pendray, and A J. Dallain. 

The tranaportatlon committee yeaterday 
interviewed the C P.N. Co. with the objeoc 
of securing favorable excursion rates from 
the Mainland during the exhibition week. 
The company met the committee very favor- 
ably, and decided to put fares from 
Vandoonver or Weatminator down to S2 ;

THE RAILWAY UNION. 

Doubts as to Its Permanency— Debs and llla 
Friends Say It Is Here to Stay. 

Chicago, Aug. 2. — There aro those who 
say that the future of the American Railway 
Union aa a factor in tho labor field ia hang 
ing in the balance. Thia ia denied bj Pro 
aidout Deba and hia aaaoeiatca, who declare 
that tho union ia here to atay. At 10 
o'clock thia morning rretiident Doba called 
to order at the Huvere houao a apecial meet- 
ing of dolegatea from dialricta alli!cled by tho 
alriko. The hallwas well tilled and the open- 
ing procoediuga wero conductod with oloaed 
doors. About tho hall and outside were 
several hundred representatives of labor or 
ganizUions interested in the outcome, lie 
fore the delegates went into convention it 
was said that the proceedings would last all 
day and might run over into Friday. Dif- 
ferent delegates who were spoken to said 
that there was no Idtention of calling tho 
strike oil', but that some of tho roads woro 
showing signs of weakness and it was neces- 
sary to bolster the men up. The convention, 
they said, would have absolute legislative 
power to decide on further methods. This 
was in line with a statemeno made earlier 
by President Debs, who said : 

"In this convention wo are going to com- 
mence cementing together all tho working- 
men in America in one grand body, so that 
if wo over have cauae to alriko again we 
will not have to bog labor loaders Who have 
aold out their Houla to corporations to assist 
UB, but wo will all bo logolhcr, and if nocos- 
aary can imralyze ovury induatry in tho 
country at Iho aamo moment, and then let 
thorn put ua all in jiil together. 
Wo will elect u preaidont of those 
United Statca who will have man- 
hood and houoaty euough to eoo fair play; 
wo v/ill elect governora who will call out 
tho statu militia to protect laboring men 
when they aro in tho right and ahoot uown 
law breakers ; wo will elect judges who will 
be fair minded, honorable and above price,

Beview of the KxlBlIng; SllUHtinn— IintioBsl- 
' blUty of Titriir LcKUlatluii lii'liig 
Completely Wrecked. 

In hia tinaucial circular dated NeW' York, 
JulyCS, Henry Clows Bays : 

We have to eeport another B'eck of un- 
brokea duUaesa ia Wall Street alTiiirs. The 
market! is entirely ia the hsBda of t> teir 
" professionale," who eeek nolhlng beyond 
fractional " turns," enough to pay for the 
day's salt. Naturally tho strange conllicl 
at Washington over the duty on aufjar 
creates eomo interest in Sugar Trust stock ; 
but, even in that, the transaatioDa are com- 
paratively nominal. The altitude of tho 
SugHt Trust interest has subjected tho 
whole "tariff reform" quostion to un- 
certainty ; and to that extent hopes 
based on tho prospect of the passage of tho 
Tariff bill have bsen thrown into confusion. 
It is incredible that tho conflict on this 
single item should bo allowed to involve tho 
defeat of the whole tariff. Each day will 
help to cool off the heated feeling ut the 
CApitol ; the imperative pressure of public 
opinion for putting un end to this tariff sua- 
penst and for freeing trade from ita paraly- 
sis will compel respect in both houses ; the 
Sugar Trust may deem it prudent to show 
acme consideration for the country and may 
inatruct its supporters to grant concessions ; 
and, in the worst event,the House would be 
likely to yield, leaving remedy to be sought 
in a BubaequenC effort to modify the terms 
temporarily conceded. 

With all these poesibilities within easy 
reach, tho last thing to be expected ia the 
complete defeat of the TarifT bill, and the re- 
sult most probable ia an early euitlcinnit 
which will sot tho new duties iu opi-rn'inu 
not later than September 1st, while poraitily 
leaving the sugar duty subject to futuru 
change. This oourBe ia to manifestly the 
moat eligible on erounde of party policy, 
and ao clearly tho beat way out of the extra- 
ordinary compUoationa I bat it Baems entirely 
probable tbftt a few more daya will brioK 
this atcdggle nUhin sight of ita end. It 
therefore aeems safe to regard this bitch in 
tairlfiF'legisIation as only temporary and to 
oalpnlate upon the new tariff taking effect 
at a comparatively early day, with the effects 
that have hitherto l>een expected aa likely 
to attend the new state of things. 

The one thing the country now impa- 
tiently waits for, aa a condition precedent 
to a more complete reatoratioo of confidence, 
in the adjournment of Congress. The con- 
tinued poreistcnce of the outward Sow of 
^'old, however, suggests one muasura of pro- 
tection to tho public Saanoes which should 
by uU means receive attention before ad- 
journment. The Treasury gold reserve is 
now close upon $00,000,000, which ia but 12 
per cent, of its note obligations. How much 
iiirtlier thu drain may be carried it is im- 
poaaihle to say ; nor is there any assurance 
how fiir the bjiiks may be diapoeed to help 
the government under theeo circumatancea. 
The really aerioua fact ia that tho govern- 
ment haa virtually ceased to receive ary 
gold through ita customs rovenuo. 

All outgo and no inoomo ia the present 
condition, ond eucli a altuation ehould net 
be tolerated ono day longer than ia abso- 
lutely inevitable. Neglect of taking proper 
action ia all the more culpable because tho 
danger ia easy of remedy. C ingresa has the 
power to decrto that a taxed portion of the 
customs duties shall be paid in gold, leavi g 
the remainder to be paid in that metal 6t lu 
the paper money now legally available for 
that purpose. Should a law be passed ro- 
quirisg 75 per cent, of the dutiea to be 
liquidated in gold, the treasury would re- 
ceive 100 millions par annum more gold 
revenue than it is bow getting ; which 
would at once build up the gold reserve and 
enable the government to meet the export 
demand without difficulty. It does seem 
that a remedy ao simple and ao entirely un- 
objectionable should be brought, to the at- 
tention of Congress by tHo |Seoretary of the 
Treaaury, and urged for immediate adoption.

purpoaea generally, subject to tho provisions 
and conditions therein niontlonod: 

Akd Whereas the Municipal Council of 
t))9 porporation of the City cf rictorii hoa 
purchased certain lands adjoining and lying to 
the west of Boss Bay Oemetety, being Seottons 
80 and SLA, Fairfield Farm Estate, Victoria 
City, for cemetery purposes, under the powers 
conferred by tho Municipal Act, 1892, and 
nmendments thereto ; 

AND WiiHiiKAS the Council of tho said Cor- 
poration has aci|uired certain other land ad- 
joining and lying to the east of Koss Bay Cem- 
etery aforesaid, being Lot 9, Division i, of Sec- 
tion xix, Victoria District, now Victoria City, 
containing 2.82 acres more or lees, for cemotory 
purposes, aa an iuiditlon to that portion of lioaa 
Hay Cemetery now hold by tho Church of Kng- 
liind liutBubiect to the provinlona of 'ho Com 
eiury Ordinance Aiiicndrncnt Act, 187!).

TilKUKKORK the Municipal Council of the 
City of Victoria enacts aa follows : 

1. The Roea Bay Cemetery By-law, 1870, is 
hereby repealed nnd tho following By-law aub- 
Btltutod therefor. 

2. Tho land formerly oillcd or known aa tho 
Robs Bay Cemetery land together with the 
additional lands adjacent thereto which have 
been acquired by the Corporation of tho City of 
Yletoria for oemetiery pnrposcB as hereinbefore 
recited, shall hereafter and for tho purpoaea of 
tliia Ey-Iaw, bo called or known na " Tho Rosa 
Hay Cemotory." 

3. The words "Cemetery," "Coramlttoe," 



" Sccroury " and " Caret iker" herein shall 
moan and refor to tho Standlog Cemetery Com- 
mittee ; tho Secretary and tho Caretaker of tho 
Cemetery respectively, for the tlmo being, 
appointed by the Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria. 

Tho term "holder" of o lot or lots shall in- 
clude nnd moan any person or p'raons, society 
or corporation to whom a licenso or llconsea 
to use the aamo for burial purposes has or have 
been granted Inaocordance with tho provisions 
of this by-law, 

Lors. 

i. Tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
will grant to any person or poraons paying tho 
foes therefer, according to tho scale of foes 
horcinafterptovided.forhn section 12 of this 
by-law), a lieense for-the (aolusive use by htm, 
her, or them, or his, her or their exeoutors, or 
Administrators, of any-lot or lots fvhich may be 
vacant and unlicensed in the said Ross iBay 
Comotery (except thoee^ contained in .&e por' 
tiona of the saldCemetoxy known as blocks A. 
B. C. D. & H. shown on tho plans flled in tho 
office of tho Secretary) and upon payment of 
tho said fees, such person or poreona aliall bu 
entitle^ to receive a liconeo In tlio form "A" 
attached to this by-law. 

5. The license referred to in the last preced- 
ing section shall be suhject t» the following 
regulations, as It embodied therein in foil, and 
to the regulations contained in tliis By-law (.r 
any other that may be passed by the Council 
from tlmo to timo),whlch said regulations shall 
apply to every por. ion of tho Cemetery, unless 
otherwise provided, 

(A ) No peraon ehall be granted a lioonBO in 
reapect CO more than six contiguous lots, three 
only Lf which shall abut upon any gravel road. 

The size of lot shall be four feet by eight 

feet. 

(11.1 No lot bhull bo U3e<l for any other 
lj\irpnn' tlrm 'la a burial nlace for the dead; 
nnd I tricj within the lot shall be planted, 
removal, cut down or duitroyod, without the 
consent of tho Caretaker. 

(c ) The holder of any lot or lots shall not 
allow interments to bo made therein for re- 
muneration, nor transfer or dispoao of the same 
except as hereinafter provided. 

(D.) 'I'he holder of any lot or lots shall have 
tho r.r,lit to encloae aamo and to oroct pro- 
per stouea, monumenta, or aepulchral atruc- 
Airea thereon, and oultivato trees, shrubs or 
plants to adorn same, but only in accordance 
^vith the rules and regulations of the Ceme- 
tery. 

(E.) If any trees or ahtuhs shall by me^s of 
their roots, branches or otherwise, become de- 
trimental to theadlaoeiitlots-'or roads, or un- 
alghtly.orlnoonveBlent to passengers. It shall 
bo the duty of the Caretaker and he shall have 
tho right under directions fr..m the Cemotory 
Committee to remove such trees as are thus 
detrimental, unsightly, or inconvenient. 

If any monument, encloanre or any 
atructtire whatever, or any inscription bo 
placed in or upon any lot, which ehall be deter- 
mined by the Cemetery Cemmitteei improper 
or injurious to tho appearance of the surround- 
ing lots, the said Committee, or the Caretaker, 
acting under their instmotlona, shall have the 
rlKht and It shall be his duty, if instructed by 
tho Committee, to enter upon such lotand re- 
move the said offensive or Improper object or 
objects- 

THANSKER OK LOTS. 

0. It the holder of any lot or lots in any por- 
tion of the Cemetery other than In the blocks 
known as Blocks A B C O and H,8liall, at any 
time have no use for and be desirons of dis- 
posing of or tninsfetrlng same to another, he or 
eho shall first obtain tee consent in writing of 
tho Cemetery Committee and furnish tho Sec- 
rotary with full particulars as to the name, ad- 
dress, occupation or other description of the 
party to whom such diaposal or transfer Is de- 
aired to bo made, and in tho event of tho Ceme- 
tery Committee cocaenling to auch dispoaition 
or transfer, the i ame shall be ell'dctcd |>y an 
ondoracment, sigroed by the 8eoreti>ry, to that 
eiroct. upon the license Issued in respect to such 
lot or lota.

IMPROVEMENT AND OABR OP LOTS. 

The holder of any lot or lola :>hall keep I ho 
same properly unulei and liirfi il, and huve tho 
Ki'aas regularly mown and kept uroen and fro 
from weeda, and keep in proper repair all atones 
or monunieius erected on tho same; such work 
and repairs to be done to the Seitlsf action of the 
Caretaker or bemetery Committee. And in

do, and any such gardener or other workman 
failing to conform to this regulation will render 
himself liable to the penaltioB provided by this

13. The Caretaker will in all cases dosiunaie 
the place where implements or materials to be 
used In excavating for or eroctlDg or construct .

1(1. All monuments, and all parta of vaults 
that shall bo permitted above ground, shall be 
made of out stono, granite or marble. The 
foundations of monumenta muat bo carefully 
laid in atone to a depth of not loss than six feet 
from tho surface of tlie ground. 

17. No vault shall bo erootod wholly, or 
In part, above ground without pormis- 
slon of the Cemotory Committee, and auch 
must bo fiirnished with shelves having divlsl 
ons allowing interments to be made separately 
and pormanontly sealed so as to prevent the 
escape of unpleasant cllluvia. 

18. Tho walla of vaults shall ho condned 
within tho linills of tho proniiaea, and thoy 
shall, including tho arches, bo built of stone at 
least 18 inchea tliick. and on tho inaido with 
hard bricka four inchea thick, leaving a space 
of two Inchea between tho stono wall and 
brickwork to prevent dampness ; or of brick 
work of two thickneisCB, having a twelve 
inch wall on the outside and an eight Inch wall 
on tho inaido, loaving a two inch Interval, these 
walls and arches to bo of hard brick, carefully 
coinented : It the vault Is above ground or 
partly above ground there shall be double iron 
doors, with at least a space of 18 Inches be- 
tween tho outer and inner doors, entrance to 
bo Indicated by a suitable stone sunk in tho 
ground. 

19. All steps to lots or vaults shall bo of solid 
cut siono with sido pieces and placed on a good 
stono foundation. 

2(). Brick graves must havo eight inch walls 
of the beat hard brick laid In Portland cement, 
and clean aliarp aand properly mixed In the 
proportions of threo to oao. 

21. Tho holder ol any lot or lota who may wiah 
to erect monumenta, conelruct vaults, or liavo 
tho boundaries of lilH or her lot more fully do- 
lined, muat llrar apjily to tho CareUikor on the 
premlsoa who must bo proaont to ovorseo such 
erection and construoUon. 

22. No person shall undertake or execute any 
work of a permanent character In connection 
with tho beautifying, Improving or of caring 
for any grave lot or lot.a, or any grave or «ravo9 
in tho Cemetery without drat having obtained 
authority in writing for ao doing from tho 
Cemetery Committee, and any such work sh.all 
bo can led on under the supervision of the 
Carctakor, ar d to the satisfaction of tho said 
Committee. 

23. No perfon may obtain a permit to carry 
on tho work of a gardrner in reaped to any lot 
or lota, giavo or graves In the Cemetery, imlo's 
ho can produce a cortiflcnle from hia former 
employer that ho is a competent practical gar- 
dener, also certidcatefrom reliable persons aa 
to his character for honesty, sobriety and gen- 
eral good behavior. 

21. Tho holder of any lot or lota may employ 
gaidenors other than the above by giving an 
order in writing for tho work to bo dono men- 
tioning hia or her addreaa. tho name of the por- 
BOO employed and tho number of the lot or lots 
to be improved, which order, if endorsed by the 
Chairman of tho Cemetery Committee, will en- 
title tho beuror to proceed with tho work.

31. All applications with reapect lo inter- 
ment.') uro to bo made to tho Secretary each 
day between tho hours of 10 a.m. and 1 p.m. on 
all daya of the wcok except Saturdaya, when 
applications must be made between the hours 
of 10 a.m and I p.m, and except on Sundays 
and public holidays when the ofllco will bo 
closed. 

All applications made between the houra of 1 
p.m. on Saturdays and 10 a.m. on Mondnya or 
on pnblio holidays are to bo made to the 
Snporiotcndent of Police, and all applicatloDs 
required to bo madewit^ respect to the inter- 
ment of any person or poraona dying of any In- 
fecliouH diaoaso are to bo made to the Medical 
Health Gill, or of the aaid Coii)0ratlon. 

All permits for tho in'.crmcntof any person 
or perBQUs shtll be in the form "B" attached 
to this By-law.

43, Bodies of persons dying of any Infections 
disease, must t>e interred within twenty-four 
hours after death occurs. 

II- 'I'he Medical Health Olllcerfor tho time 
being of tho aaid Corporation ahall f urniah the 
Caretaker with definite inatructlona reapecUng 
interinenu in theae caaea, and tho Carelalcor or 
duly authorized aaalatant acting In Ills behalf 
ahall follow auch Inatructions carefully and 
minutely in making auch Intormcnta. 

15. No permit for the Interment of iho body 
of any Chinese ahall be issued imlesa a certill- 
cate, aigned by tho .Medical Health Olllcer, or 
by tho duly regiatored medical practitioner, it

51. No smoking will be allowed within the 
grounds. 

55. Dogs will not be admitted. 

5(i. All persona are prohibited from picking 
any flower, wild or cultivated, or brooking any 

ahrub or trees. 

. All poraona are prohibited broaking, re- 
moving or displacing rocka in any rockwork. 

58. All persons are prohibited from writing 
upon, defacing or injuring any monument, 
fence or other Structure, or any tree in or be- 
longing to the cemetery. 

69. Any peraons disturbing the quiet and 
good order ot the place by noise or other Im- 
proper conduct, or who shall violate any of the 
foregoing ruica, will be compelled instantly to 
leavo the grounds. 

GO. Tho gates aro open (or entrance at 7 a.m., 
and closed, except for ogress, in the winter at 
7 p.m., and In tho summers p.m. 

Cl. No money ahall be paid to any person in 
the orniiloy of tho Ccrporation In the Cemo- 
tory, in reward for any personal services or at- 
tention, 

DUTIES or CARETAKER. 

62. He shall reside In the dwelling known as 
' The Lodge," at the oemetery, 

03. He shall at all times, and In all respects, 
bo subject to the direction of the Cemetery 
Committee, 

81, He shall have the general oare and ous- 
tody of the Cemetery, the control and dlroc. 
tlon of all the workmen employed therein, and 
it shall bo hia duty to enforce all rules and regu- 
lations relating thereto. 

03. Ho shfll keep suoh books of record, plans, 
etc., make suoh reports, i^nd perform such 
other duties appropriate to hia offloe, aa the 
Cemotory Committee inay from ttino to time 
require, all'of wbloh hooka of record, reports, 
plans, otc, shall bo the property of tho corpora, 
tlon. 

66. Ho shall engage, employ, and discharge 
workmen at the Oemetery, under the direction 
of theOemeteryClonimlttee. He shall see that all 
auch peraons perform faithfully the aervioea

complied with. 

(17. Ho shall also see that all porsons, whether 
employed in the Cemotory or visiting it, violat 
ing any of tho provisloua of this by-law aro 
promptly dealt with by removal from tho 
Cemetery, ond by proseoution if so directed or 
authorized by the Cemetery Committee, 

C8. Ho ahnll koop In suitable books, provided 
for tho purpose, all orders for work to bo dono, 
or materlala to he furnished for lot holders, ro 
ferred to in Section U of Ihla By-Law, which 
ordera ahall bo explicit in their terms, and 
signed by tho poreona giving thorn, the parti- 
culars of whatever la afterwards done or fur- 
niohod in pursuance thereof shad bo fully stat- 
ed, and make u part of the entry. 

69. Ho shall nuiko monthly reports of all in- 
terments, with full particulars thereof ; and re 
turn all orders and p(ipera, of whatever nature 
connected ihorowith, or with exhumations or 
removals, to the Secretary, for permanent dis- 
position in his office. 

70. He shall atter dor make ample proviaion 
for prompt and anfllclont attendance upon all 
funeral processions arriving at tho Cemetery. 

71. Ho shall dig and . prepare, or cause to bi 
dug and prepared, the grave or graves re- 
quired wheoAver ordered by the Secretary, or 
any person noting for him. 

(A.) All graves In now grounda shall bo dug 
to a depth of six feet (or tho interment of tho 
bodies o( adults, and five feet for the Inter- 
ment of the bodies of children. 

72. Tho Caretaker is prohibited from taking 
orders for tho burial of tho body of any person 
or porsons except from the Secretary, or from 
tho Superintendent of Police, or the Medical 
Health Olllcer, as provided for In Section 31 of 
this By-law, and In tho caao of any order iaaued 
by the Siiporlntundent of Police, or the 
Medical lieiillh OfUcer, tlie Caretaker ehall re 
port tho aamo to tho Secretary as aeon as poa 
Bible. 

73. He ehall keep tho Cemetery in good 
order, tho gross of unsold and unused lots cut 
down, and the gravel roads in good condition . 

71. Ho ahall not allow heavy loads to enter 
tho cemetery whon the roads are in an unfit 
condition. 

75. Tho CurotJiker shall, on or before llio first 
Monday In May each year, report lo the Ceme- 
tery Commltleo a Hat of all the lols which i 
bo ao much out of repair as to detract from tho 
general good appearance of the Cemetery, 
upon which Ihe holdera of said lots, oroiher 
persona iutereated Ihotuin, ahall be notilii-d by 
tho Socretiiry of their condition, and be ur 
gently requcated to put them in repair, 

70. in caae tho holder of any lot or lots ahall. 
after notice by ihoSecroLary rec|uoatlng him to 
doBO, rofuBO or neglect to keep Ida lot and any 
atone or monument erected thereon In proper 
condition, or in good repair, lo tho aatisfacllon 
of the Caretaker or Cemotory Committee, said 
Committee may cause auch lot to be put Into 
proper condition, aud Buoh stone or monument 
to bo repaired as may bo aatlsfactory to the 
Caretaker, and may do ao when and as 
often as the said grounds ahall require to be 
put In proper condition, or said stono or 
monument to be repaired, and the holder ahall 
bo liable to pay the coat of auch work forth- 
wilh ; and, in caae of nonpayment of the same, 
tho Secretary may from time to time charge up 
against such lot all such sums which shall have 
been so expended, and may, under the provi- 
sions of this by low, prevent any intermonta in 
such lot until such charge shall have been 
paid.

80. Upon the isauanco of any licenao, or tho 
granting of any transfer, In roBpoet to any lot 
or lota, or upon receiving any notice referred 
to in Section 8 herein, of tho disposal or trans- 
fer of any lot 01 lots, or upon the issuance of 
any permit for any interment or order for any 
exhumation, the Secretary shall immediately 
notify the Caretaker by telephone or otherwise 
of the same, giving number and location of tlie 
lot or lota, aa the case may be, aflccted, and 
any other Information that may be rtquisite. 

81. He shall, under direction from the Ceme- 
tery {Committee, laaue orders to perfoim any 
work of improvement, or caring for any lot or 
lota, mentioned in Section 11 of thla by-law, 
upon recelptof the amountof chaigcs therefor. 

He shall keep such records as may bo re- 
quired for properly entering tho particulars re- 
apectlng the license or disposal or tranafor of 
any lot or lots, tho Intormont of any body, or 
roapecting the work of improvement o{ any lot 
provided for by this by-law and executed by 
tho Corporation. 

83. lie shall pay over adl moneys received by 
him aa rates or fees, at least once a nonth to

81. Ho ahall prepare an anninil report of all 
Intermouts in the Cemetery In each year. 

SPECIAL WORK OF REPAIRS, IMPBOVEMEN'TS 
OR DRAINAOB. 

85. Whenever the Corporal Ion of the City of 
'Vlotorla sholl deem it advtsoble to underUtko or 
oxeouto any apoclol work of repairs, Improve- 
ment or drainage of the Cemetery or any por- 
tion thereof, the Municipal Counoll of tho said 
Corporation may under the provisions of tho 
Cemetery Ordinance Amendment Act, I8i!i, 
Section 11, assess, levy.and collect the amounts, 
any rellgloua body or denomination holding, or 
having jurisdiction over anyilblock of land in 
the Cemetery described in the plans in the 
ofllco of tho Secretary, shoU pay as its fair 
share of tho coat of auch work, in the following 
manner, that la to say : 

(A.) The amount of the ooat of auch work 
sholl beasaoflscd against tho land comprised In 
the area Immediately bonclltod thereby, 

(11.) Tho proportion of anid amount such re- 
llnlous body or denomination if holding, or 
having iorlsdlctlon over any block or blocka of 
land in the said area, shall be requhred to pay, 
in any case, shall be a sum of money having 
the same ratio to the entire ooat ot the work as 
the area of tho said block or blocks boors to tho 
area Immcdlatoly benefited by the work. 

(u.) Tho said sum shall be duo and payable by 
such rellHlouB body or docominatlon to tho Cor- 
poralion as soon aajthe .Oon&dl aliali pace a 
reaolntlon authorising auoti Bpeolal work to be 
done, and a notice of the aame, iiaa been aerved 



upon suoh body or denomination, Ita legal rep- 
resentative or duly authorized agent rcuidlng 
lathe City of Yletoria, stating tho eatimated 
coat of t>io work and the amount of assessment 
such body or denomination is required to pay. 

(D ) In case of Inon-poyment of the said sum 
wii hiu thirty days after the service of such no 
tlco, ,thoC«jj>noUtma7 complete the sa'd work 
andmay reoover the aald Bum together with 
oostain any, Court of competent jurisdiction, 

OBNEKII. BULBS AKD REOULATI0N8. 

86, Itahall bo unlawfid for any po-son to kin- 
dlo afire, or deposit any paper, stick or thing 
upon or about any road or lot in the Cemetery, 
undorpenalty provided by thla By-Law. Pro' 
vldod, howovo-, that thia rule uhn!! net :;pply 
to any work oC improvement allowed, or to the 
funeral rites of Chircsefor which permission 
haa first boon obtained from tho SecreUry, 
who ahall isauo a permit in auch caae, and' 
charge therefor, a fee of one dollar in each case. 

87, No person ahnll wrongfully romovo or dis- 
turb, or attempt to romovo or disturb any body, 
or tho rcmnina of any body, or ony part ot any 
body (rem any grave or tomb. 

88, Any person who 'wlUnUy destroya, muti- 
lates, detaots, injures or removes any tomb, 
monument, grave stone, or 01 her atructure 
placed in the Cemetery, orany work fonhe pro- 
tectlon or ornament o( the Cemetery, or of any 
tomb, monument, grave stono or other structure 
atorcaald or lot within tho Cemetery, or wil- 
fully dostioys, outs, breaks or iDjuroa any tree. 
Bhrub or plant, or playa at any game or sport, 
or discharges flroarma (save at a military 
funeral), or who wilfully and unlawfully dis- 
turbs poisons aasomblod for tho purpose of 
burying a body therein, or who commits a 
nuisance, or at (.ny time behavea in on indecent 
and rniaeemly manner, or deposits any rubbish 
or oIlenalvG matter or thing in the C8metery,or 
in nny way violates any grave, tomb, tomb* 
stono, vault or other structure within the 
aarao, shall be subject to the ponoltiea of thlB 
By-law.

SiiAV(iii.\i, AcR. 2 — The Japanese have

Although the treaty ports are -oxeropt 
from hoatili'tsioe during the war, tho pro- 
oau",ioDB tukeu to block tho Yang Teo'Kiang 
have, rendered navigation unsafe except in 
broad daylight. The lights at tho entrance 
of tho river hove been removod, and many 
torpedoes have been laid. Tho Ohinoeo 
meamer p » iri^' between this port and Ning 
I'o huM r-.ibi^d tbeHritish ll ig and the Smith 
and t'ae'i, Idthil (^liinedo roaut'jra have raised 
tlie Ainoricun'dag. 

For aonie reason, not ascertainable, the 
Pel Yung e(|Undiou returned to Chee Foo 
Ihia afternoon. 

Tho tttiidavit of Captain Galsworthy and 
Chief ollicer Tamplin of tho transport Kow 
Shunp, which was sunk by the Japanese 
oruiaer Nanitva, have been laid before the 
Japanese authorities. They agreo in tho 
main with tho previous accounts of the 
affair, but give this additional detail: 
W hen tho Naniwa began firing on tho Kow 
Shung, Captain Galsworthy and several 
others jumped overboard. While they were 
Bwinimirg tho Chinese aboard the Kow 
Shung kept firing at them. The Naniwa 
lowered a boat, which picked up (ials- 
wortliy and Tumpliu. 'I'heso clliuera 
were treated with every kindness 
by the Japanoae. Previously, when 
Captain Galsv.'orthy had attempted to fol- 
low the Naniwa or leave tho ship, the 
Chinese generals had threatened to kill bim. 
The Japaneae boarded the 'Kow Shung a 
Bsoond time to transfer the Europeana to 
the Naniwa, but the Chinese prevented 
this. 

TOKIO, Aug. 2 — The government Has 
wired inatruotlona to the Japanese minister 
in London to ofifer an apology to Great 
Britain for firing upon and alnking the Kow 
Shung while ahe was flying the British flag. 
Tho minister ia alao inatrnoted to inform the 
government of Great Britain that the com- 
msndsr of the Japanese cruiser was unaware 
until after the fight that the Kow Shung 
was a British vessel. Captain Galoworthy, 
tho commander of the Kow Shung, together 
with many others on board, were anved by 
the boats of tho Japanese warship Naniwu. 

London, Aug. 'J. — Tho admiralty has 
ordered Vico-Admiral Fremantlo, who 
commands tho British squadron on the 
Asiatic coast, to approach the Chinese and 
Japanese porta, and, while observing strict 
neutrality, to watch the progress of opera- 
tions. Private dispatches say that Japan 
has closed her legation in Pekin and re- 
called her minister and all her consuls from 
'China. 

San Fbancisco, Aug. 2.— The presence of 
a .Japaneae troop of acrobats on the stage of 
tho Chinese theatre last night almost pre- 
cipitated a riot. The audience hissed end 

otherwise manifested ita ditploasure, and 
tioally compelled them to leave tho stage. 

The alarming war news from Asia, com- 
bined with reports of severe drouths in 
Japan, has resulted in a general odvacoe in 
tho market price of rice, which is a staple 
article of consumption among tho thousands 
of Chinese and Japanese on the Paoifio 
Coast. Jap rice has risen from $4 37}; to $,') 
per 100 pounds, Chinese mixed rices from 
S3 50 to S3 75 per 100 pounds, and Hawaii- 
an rice from $4 SO to ^25 and $o 50 per 
100 pounds. Most of the so called Chinese 
mixed rice comes from Siam via Hongkong, 
a British port. 

The ni'irino insuranco companies which 
have agencies in thia city will not wrilo any 
more policies for merchandiee shipped from 
San Franoisoo to Japanese and Chineeo 
ports unless a apeeial war riik ia included. 
It will make no difference whether the 
goodi are ahipped in American or foreign 
veaaslF, thougn the sentiment among 
the underwriter*, eapeoially tkoae who 
represent foreign marine inauranoe 
companies, ia that the merchandise 
will be safer la British bottoms and the 
risk on suofa will probably be the lightest 
of all. All the foreign marine insurance) 
agencies in this city are anxiously await- 
ing instructions from their homo ofiiceB ua to 
the rate of war riska to be charged. Large 
C|uantttie8 of merchandise arc shipped from 
San Francisco to Shanghai by atcaniera of 
the PaciSc Mail and Oocidental and Orient- 
al companies. Thia iiierchnndiso does not 
go direct, but is transhipped at Yokohama 
by a lino of .iapaneao steamers. Merchan- 
dise going by that route will bo subject to a 
heavy risk. 

I{ai.ti.v:oui., Aug. ■_' — Hishop Alpheu? W. 
Wilaon, of tho Southern Molhodiat ciuirch, 
who spent many yeara in mitaion work in 
C'hina and Japan, says there is much reaaon 
to fear for tho safety of the missionaries, 
both men and women, now stationed in 
(Jnina and Korea. Tho natives are always 
rcadv to visit Ihr responsibility for trouble 
on lhi foreigners, no matter how remote 
they may be from the osuae of trouble.

By thia stroke Japan 
has doubtless surioualy embarrassed China 
in her efforts ;o supply herself with warlike 
e<]uipmont in other cnuntrica. Juat what 
the Sffoot will bo on tho Chinese treaty ports 
oanziot bo foretold now. Japan has taken 
the ground that they aro practically foreign 
-settlements, and tlierofore haa discluitred 
any intention of interfering with them, re- 
garding them as outside tho scene of hostile 
operations. 'It is believed, however, that 
China will now proceed to clcse tho more 
important treaty ports, beginning with 
Shanghai, perhaps hy obstructing the 
entrances. 

Tho Japanese legation to-day received an 
official copy of a note which on July 31 tho 
Japanese Minist-er of Foreign Affairs ad- 
dressed to the representatives of all the for- 
eign powers in Tokio. The text ol 
this important declaration ia as fol- 
lows: "The ijapareae government, 
having exhausted every honorable 
means to bring about a juat and lasting sot 
tlement of tho diirerenooa existing botv/esn 
Japan and China, and those eirorts having 
proved wholly unavailing, tho unftersigned 
has the honor, in fulfilment of the duty 
devolving upon him, to announce to you 
that a state of war exists between .Japan 
and China." 

St. PETKiisiiuuci, Aug. 2. — It is reported 
from a seuii-otBoial source, tha^ the govern- 
ment here, desiring a prompt settlement of 
the Japanese- Chinese confliot, ia willing 
to sot in complete acoordanoe with Groat 
Britain. Should their joint efforts fail to 
restore peace Roaaia is determined not to 
let any power take possession of any part of 
Korea.
